"Some Common Bees und How They 
Live," for St. Nicholas. Mr. Verrill says: 


In early spring, when tho in endows first 


tnke on a tinge of green nnd tho apple 
trees put forth their rosy buds, wo may 
often see a single large bumblebee flying 
low and s\ylftly back and forth across the 
lawns or pastures. 


These great bees are tbo queens, who 


havo just awakene/1 from their long win- 
ter's sleep, and are now seeking some fa- 
vored spot wherein to commence house- 
keeping and found d colony, for these in- 
sects, like their cousin, the honeybee, 
live in colonies consisting of three classes, 
or castes—drones, or 
males, 
queens, 


or females, and workers. When our big 
queen has at last discovered a satisfactory 
building site, usually, a deserted mouse 
hole, she cleans it of all rubbish and litter 
and places -within a ball of pollen, in which 
she lays her eggs. The young grubs hatch 
out possessed with enormous appetites, 
and, feeding on the pollen, eat into it in 
all directions. At last, when fully grown 
and their craving for food is satisfied, they 
spin cocoons of silk in the remains of the 
pollen and change to pupa;. While her 
family is. thus sleeping quietly within 
their silken cells- tbo old queen is con- 
stantly at work building up and strength- 
ening tho cocoons with wax. 


Finally, their sleep being over, the pu- 


pa oases burst, and the young bees come 
forth in all their glory of black and golden 
livery and gauzy wings. 


The first brood consists entirely of 


workers, wliS immediately fall to and re- 
lieve their tired mother queen of all work 
and duties with tho exception of laying 
eggs. They fly hither and thither, always 
busy and industrious, now 
plunging 


into the center of a gorgeous hollyhock 
or a sunny dandelion, or buzzing about 
among the modest daisies, or diving head 
first into some sweet scented, aristocratic 
lily or rose, always emerging from their 
quest for honey covered with the golden 
dust of pollen. 
Tho honey and the pollen 


thus gathered are stored away and the 
eggs laid in tho waxen cells from* whieh 
tlio workers issued, und the next brood, 
composed of drones and young queens, 
feed upon this store of nectar.

ANTIQUITY OF THE ROSE. 


Over One Thousand Species of the Wild 


Flower Known to Botanists. 


The antiquity of tho rose is so great that 


all account of its origin lias been lost. 
It 


is not mentioned in tho Biblical writings 
earlier than the reign of Solomon, but tho 
allusion to it then made is such as to in- 
dicate that tho flower bad already long 
been known, for the essence of roses was 
extensively used in Jerusalem and Judcca 
durirfg tbo reign of tho luxurious and 
much married king. 
In Egypt the roso is 


depleted on a number of very curly monu- 
ments, believed to date from 3000 to 8500 
B. C., and in tho tomb of an Egyptian 
princess, disinterred n year ago In southern 
Egypt, several hermetically sealed vials 
were found which when opened contained 
genuine attar of roses, so that tho modern 
claims for tbo discovery of this delicious 
perfume are vnin. 


Roso water, or tho essence of roses, Is 


mcntlofacd by Homer in tho "Iliad." 
Homer nnd Solomon wore nearly contain 
poraneous. Both the Greeks and Hebrews 
probably borrowed the idea of its manu- 
facture from tho Egyptians, and these, for 
aught anybody can tell, may have had it 
from tho Indians or from the Chinese, for 
the latter claim for each of their discover- 
ies and inventions a most marvelous, not 
to say incredible, antiquity. Tho rose is 
one of those flowers which by the people 
of every land are taken for granted ns so 
well known as to need no description, and 
hardly mention, for it is a singular fact 
that every continent on tho globe, with tho 
solitary exception of Australia, producer 
wild roses. Even the frozen regions cl 
tho north, where the summer lasts but two 
or three months and is at best a" season 
which may be described as very late in tho 
fall, produce their wild roses, and travelers 
through Greenland, Kamchatka and north- 
ern yiberlu found in the proper season nn 
abundance of blossoms, while tho cre\vs of 
whaling vessels which call nt Spitzbergeu 
•come off shore with bouquets of tho native 
Spltzbcrgon rose. All wild roses are not 
of the same kind, for there nrc over 1,000 
species of the wild rose known to botan- 
ists; and the varieties are innumerable.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

"I procure a strong, good sized net, a sup- 
ply of short tallow candles and a consid- 
erable number of hard shelled crabs. The 
latter are just; out of the water and are 
very much nllve nnd energetic. I then se- 
lect a promising rabbit burrow which has 
two eu ranees some distance apart. Over 
ono of tho holes I fasten tne net securely. 
Then going to tho other with the crabs 
and the candles I arrange the actual hunt- 
ing. I ciutch one of the crabs, and, lighting 
a cundlc, hold It wiok down over his back 
until several drops of tbo meltod tallow 
huvo fallen on his shell. Then quickly, 
before it has tiruo to harden, I plant the 
candle in this little pool, where it sticks j 
fust nnd stands as upright as if iu a can- j 
dlcstick. ,-I fix several other crabs in tho 
same way, and then send a little brigade 
of them into tho burrow.

ly arid rcrmttueiitly Indicated —Pecul- 
iuritloH of Consumption uud Cancer In 
Great Britain. 


It Is common knowledge that diseases 


have as a rulo their looal habitations^ 
Somu, like' tropical animals and plants, 
live only in the tropics; solne; liko con- 
sumption, aro gradually spreading over, 
the wholo earth; others, like leprosy and 
sniailpox, are gradually becoming limited 
in their distribution, and may actually bo 
tending toward extinction. Again, there 
are regions to which diseases have never 
'reached. 
On tho summits of high nioun- 


tain ranges and in tho ciroumpoliir snow- 
lields the earth and-air apd water. «ro as 
barren of tho microbes of disease (is they 
aro of animal life. 
Without question, if 


NniiKon and his companion had been ex- 
posed to tho Bamo hardships and the same 
uj)£iuutury conditions in tbesu islands, tiio 
lowered vitality of their bodies cortaiuly 
would iiiivo been unable to resist tho con- 
tinual bombardment of gornis to which 
we all aro svibjectod. 


In u country liko Britain, thickly popu- 


lated for many, centuries and with the 
freest circulation of population, it cannot 
ba doubted that every yard <;f guiiucc con- 
t!;ins tho germs of the ntovo common dis- 
cuses, and tho native of somo newer land, 
brought ovei- tiere, fulls a vlctii:i to our" 
plague stricken soil. By puisi-rurions of a 
destructive oliminution wo !mvo become 
highly rosistant to our native diseases, 
just as tho Gold Coast natives ara less sus- 
ocptiblo thun we uro to their own local dis- 
eases. Bub wo arc not fully protected, and 
cancer and consumption, two of our com- 
mon scourges, still tuko a largo annual 
toll. Ic may be assumed that both aro due 
to micro organisms, the microbe of con- 
sumption being well known, that of can- 
cer being us j'oi; only suspected. Probably 
no inhabitant of Britain oscfipca infection 
by tho CLiucer organism; certainly nono 
escapes infection by the microbe of tuber- 
cle. Most of us, fortuntitfly, resist the In- 
truders and aro uimiTcetcd by the disease. 


A strikingly intcrc.sti.'ig result becomes 


plain when tho incidence of fatal casrs is 
plotted out ou a map. 
Tho usual method 


is to color the districts with 
different 


shades according to thoir rates of morti.l- 
ity. 
Blue is cboson for high imirtulitus, 


red for low inortulitius, the deepest blue 
showing tlio highest and the- deepest red 
the lowest rate. 
When two maps colored 


In this way for cancer and consumpt.ioii 
aro compared, it is nt onco evident that, 
the incidence.,of tho diseases is not capri- 
cious. Tlio shades do not form a meaning- 
loss patchwork, hut show at tho first glanco 
a strikingly rogular distribution. Tho one 
map forms almost exactly a complement 
of tho other. Tho deep blue of cancer hi^h 
mortality coincides with the deep red of 
consumption low mortality. 
When; the 


consumption mortality is highest that 
from cancer is lowest, and, on the whole, 
there is a similar inversti corrcspomlunpo 
between intermediate rates of jncrtality. 


When the mortality maps are compared 


with a good physical map, it may be seen 
that the structural features of tho country 
uro in direct relation to tho death rates. 
The deep blue of canoor high mortality 
prevails in low lying, well protected river 
valleys, whero fully formed rivers tlow 
down to the aoa between low banks, cut- 
ting their way through beds of clay in'.d 
recent alluvial soil. 
Jn fact, where sea- 


sonal floods aro frequent and strong sen 
winds rarely flush out tho protected val- 
leys, there cancer prevails and finds its 
fattest harvest. The lower courses of tho 
greater rivers from thu Tweed to the 
Thames and from the Stour to thoTa'inar, 
the rivers of north Devon, Mio Severn and 
Doe, are all thickly set with thu blue can- 
cer patches. 
On tlio other hand, tho low- 


est mortality prnnp's occur on hhrh up- 
land downs, alon-! the walurshcds, ;i::d 
especially whero ridges of liiuestr.iii! rod; 
rear ihamftlves above the- surrou:ii:ii«g 
country. 
In the sheltered v;>i!ejv. wlicro 


cancer 
prevails, 
r.otv.itb.^U'.MMn;;

dampness and pcriodcal iloodin^, l ho very 
lowest mortality rates from consumption 
occur. 


Although the contrast 
between con- 


sumption and cancer is too striking to ba 
purely a coincidence, it cannot L:ct-:::id that 
enough is known to explain it l;j ultimate 
causes. The therapeutic valuo of espoiure. 
to constant supplies of pure nir is evident 
enough in all diseases that affect tlio gen- 
eral vitality of tho body. It is jr.ore. than 
probable that tho low cancer mortality in 
nil exposed districts is duo parjly to tho 
better hygienic conditions that prevail in 
their:. Tho pulse of life beats more slow- 
ly, and every bodily and mental activity 
is feebler on tho soddon soil of tho dull 
valleys whora cancer rules. But we diryipS 
know how cancer gets from patient to pa- 
tient nor if. its organism has become pure- 
ly parasitic? on the bodies of animals. No 
iloubt all tho microbes of disease weror.t 
one time harmless vegetables living an 
idyllic life in the nnid. Somo of them 
urc still able to maintain an existence, out- 
side tho bodies of thoir victims, and the 
relation of cancer to clay soils and flooded 
districts suggests that it may not yec havo 
reached a purely parasitic stage. Other 
and more specialized microbes apparently 
have lo.st thoir primitive capacity to live :i 
frco life, and their specialization is pre- 
paring tho way for their extinction. If the 
microbes die unless they reach quickly an- 
other living host, isolation 
of infected 


cases, carried out thoroughly, will ulti- 
.mately rid us of their existence. 


The prevalence of consumption in tho 


otherwise healthiest districts is an accident 
of our contaminated land. On loftyAIpino 
surn.mits,' or .where the sea. winds'sweep 
across the decks of ocean vessels, or on the 
desert wincl blown sierras, people are not 
struck down with consumption, and oven 
those already affected, unless they aro 
nearly at death's door, find 'now hiailth in 
tho keen oir. But our own land ia full of 
the plagnc.; Tho winds, elsewhere healing, 
bring with them new seeds of dison&u. Tho 
slightest chill or tho tickling of a delicate, 
lung with salt air prepares the way for 
tho omnipresent parasite. Colds that 
•would vanish in a night in n healthy land 
become fatal here, and those •with n consti- 
tution unadapted to resist the micrbba fall 
victims to an exposure that in itself is in- 
nocuous or even beneficial,—London Sat- 
urday Keviow.
